Miss Hearsey Presents 
New Legislative Measures 

At Convocation on April 20th, Miss Hear¬ 
sey, Chairman of the Legislative Body, 
presented to the student body this year’s legis¬ 
lation concerning the petitions handed in ear¬ 
lier in the year. Miss Hearsey first explained 
the manner in which this body functions and 
its purpose. She said that each year the burden 
of restrictions is lightened but, at the same 
time, an even greater burden is imposed on 
the students. This is the burden of individual 
responsibility. Instead of being governed by 
strict rules, the student is given greater free¬ 
dom and is thus directly responsible for her 
own actions. Miss Hearsey regarded this as 
a distinct advantage. 

The petitions which were passed were then 
read and explained. These were: 

1. Each Freshman is allowed two absences 
from Sunday evening chapel each semester 
provided the class is well represented at the 
service. 

2. Each Sophomore is allowed two ab¬ 
sences from Sunday evening chapel each 
semester provided the class is well represented 
at the service. 

3. Each Junior is allowed four absences 
from Sunday evening chapel each semester 
provided the class is well represented at the 
service. 

4. Any Senior is allowed to take lunch 
with a friend in Roanoke and is allowed to 
have an engagement in the afternoon, return¬ 
ing to College before seven p. m. 

Exception: Saturday and holiday nights by 
ten p. m. 

5. Juniors may have dates in Roanoke 
provided they return to College by seven p. m. 
and by ten p. m. on Saturday and holiday 
nights. 

6. A student registered for Roanoke, 
Blacksburg, Charlottesville or Lexington may 
not go to other places unchaperoned, save to 
certain approved places with the permission of 
her chaperon, returning from them no later 
than ten p. m. 

7. No chaperon is needed for a girl who 
is driving to and from a private home for a 
week-end if she has her family’s permission, 
except when going to Blacksburg, Charlottes¬ 
ville or Lexington for dances. 

8. A group of three or more students may 
go to Roanoke for movies, concerts, lectures 
or plays in the evening in an approved car if 
permission is obtained from the Social Office. 
Underclassmen must be accompanied by an 
upperclassman who assumes responsibility for 
the group. 

9. One upperclassman, with one or more 
escorts, and one escort, with one or more 
upperclassmen, may drive to and from 
Roanoke without a chaperon, returning to the 
College by seven p. m., provided cars are not 
overcrowded at any time. 

10. The week-end between semesters shall 
not be counted as an allotted week-end on 
either semester. 

These new rules will be published in next 
year’s Handbook and will go into effect next 
fall. 

One petition is being held over until the 
fall for further consideration. This is as 
follows: There shall be no walking on back 
campus after dark, except in the garden, where 
two or more students may walk before ten 
p. m. If passed, this will go into effect next 
year also.

Mr. Cocke Announces New 
Curriculum Requirements 

Mr. M. Estes Cocke, Dean of Instruction, 
has recently announced the new requirements 
for both the Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor 
of Science degrees, which will go into effect 
for the present Freshman Class. 

It has been found that there are no uni¬ 
form requirements for college degrees, al¬ 
though at the present time the tendency is 
towards greater flexibility in the prescribed 
work of freshman and sophomore years and 
closer correlation in the work of the upper 
classes. It is believed that this method will 
enable the student to better her work by ar¬ 
ranging her courses more in accord with her 
interests. 

English Composition, Physical Education 
and Hygiene are the only subjects specifically 
required. In addition to these subjects the 
student must take either Mathematics or 
Latin; a modern language, either French or 
German; one Science, Physics, Chemistry or 
Zoology. The other required work is arranged 
in five groups. The groups are as follows: 

1. English Literature. 

2. Science (Physics, Chemistry, Zoology 
or Botany). 

3. History or Economics. 

4. Psychology. 

5. Philosophy and Religion. 

In the junior and senior years the work is 
almost entirely elective. During these years 
fifteen hours of work must be completed in 
one general field, known as the students’ field 
of concentration. The practice of selecting a 
minor subject is to be abolished, as the whole 
fifteen hours are to be taken under the direc¬ 
tion of the major professor and in related 
fields.

Scientists of Virginia 
Hold Tenth Annual Meet 

The tenth annual meeting of the Virginia 
Academy of Sciences was held at Hollins on 
April 22d and 23d. An unusually large rep¬ 
resentation from various colleges and the 
equally large registration of visitors was in¬ 
dicative of the increasing interest in the work 
of the Academy. 

During the two days of the meeting the 
scientists met in sections and attended lectures 
on various experiments which members of 
the Academy have been engaged in carrying 
out. Of particular interest to the scientists 
was the announcement, made by Dr. J. E. 
Kindred, of the University of Virginia, con¬ 
cerning the discovery of the “Goodwin Ovum.” 
This is a real event in Human Embryology 
for, in all history of this science, only five 
such embryoes in similar early stages of de¬ 
velopment have been secured. 

Another; feature of the meeting was Dr. 
Kindred’s review of the research work done by 
Dr. Carl Speidel, also of the University of 
Virginia. Dr. Speidel’s paper on “Direct Obser¬ 
vations on Living Nerve Fibres Under Normal 
and Experimental Conditions” won the prize 
of a thousand dollars offered by the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science. 

The General Session of the Academy of 
Science was held Friday night in the Little 
Theatre. At that time a large audience, con¬ 
sisting of members of the Academy and 
visitors, had the privilege of hearing an ad¬ 
dress by a foremost American physicist, Dr. 
Karl T. Compton, President of the Massachu¬ 
setts Institute of Technology. His subject was 
“The Evolution of the Research Laboratory.”

Mr. Alexander Hudgins, Executive Secre¬ 
tary Virginia Intercollegiate Press Associa¬ 
tion, submits the following article regarding 
the installment of the new Advertising Board 
at Hollins : 

Editors and business managers, as well as 
advertising managers of many business firms 
throughout the country will watch with much 
interest the attempt of the student journalists 
at Hollins College to place into operation an 
advertising board as a forward step for the 
1932-33 staff of its publications. 

The idea of an advertising board has been 
promoted at several intercollegiate press meet¬ 
ings throughout the country, but as far as 
information is available, none have been at¬ 
tempted in colleges or universities smaller 
than those sponsoring daily student news¬ 
papers. Hollins, therefore, will be the prov¬ 
ing ground for a plan which to-day is attract¬ 
ing attention of all student publications in 
small colleges throughout the United States. 

There is no reason, however, why Hollins 
College will not be successful in its attempts. 
Such a program has had favorable comment 
both from the advertising standpoint and from 
the publishers’ results. 

The plan, in short, sets up a board of three 
or more students, representing all student 
publications of an institution, whose duties 
shall be to take complete charge of all con¬ 
tracts with advertisers and to formulate a 
plan whereby the finances will be distributed 
among the publications represented. 

Looking at the plan from the advertisers 
standpoint, its effect is most pronounced. The 
board appoints one person to do the entire 
amount of soliciting of advertising and where 
finances allow, this person is an employed 
advertising specialist. 

In this the advertiser knows that he will 
not be visited month after month by different 
advertising representatives from the same 
student body. And such a program is a relief 
to the advertising concerns. The “one person ’

solicitor is therefore responsible for all adver¬ 
tising of local nature. This, of course, does not 
apply to out-of-state advertising, such as foun¬ 
tain penSj for that is accomplished by mail or 
through an advertising agency which makes 
student publications its feature outlet. 

But if there is going to be a fallacy in the 
program, it comes within the advertising board, 
and not from the advertiser. 

Question “one” will be that the advertiser 
will spend less money if only visited by one 
person from the group of school publications. 
Such is not the case, for the salesman will 
know from the records of the past year exactly 
what that advertiser spent with the student 
publications and will be able to couple it with 
his sales talk and the feature that the adver¬ 
tiser is never to be bothered again during the 


session. 

Question “two” will be that the advertiser 
who takes space in the weekly will not care 
for space in the annual, whereas the weekly 
must divide this specific income with the 
annual. 

There will be, it must be remembered, ad¬ 
vertisers who will give space in the annual 
and not in the weekly, to balance this problem, 
plus the fact that student publications are for 
the benefit of the college and the student 
bodies and not for the student officials of the 
different organs. If hardships are worked by 
the plan, the net results will override, when 
such general benefits are noticed. 

Question “three” will be that it is impossi¬ 
ble to divide such an accumulative amount of 
money. Figures will answer this. Take the 
total amount of advertising money received by 
the business manager of each publication in¬ 
volved over the past three years. Get the 
average and then total the averages for each 
publication, and formulate a percentage dis¬ 
tribution plan, based on such results. 

Hollins is to be congratulated on its for¬ 
ward step and it is believed that advertisers 
they contact will be quick to give their ap¬ 
proval and that the publications at Hollins 
next session will be materially benefited.

Another valuable addition has been made 
to the collection in the Library and for this 
again we have Mr. Turner to thank. On Feb¬ 
ruary 26th, Mr. Turner wrote to Mrs. Gilmer 
(Dorothy Dix) about the exhibit displayed in 
the Library as a part of the Founder’s Day 
and Washington Bicentennial celebration. He 
explained that there had been several sugges¬ 
tions about the enlargement of this collection 
and that one of the things decided upon was 
the exhibit of some of the original work by 
Hollins students. With this in mind, Mr. 
Turner asked Dorothy Dix to send us some 
original manuscript of her own selection. 

In a very interesting letter, Mrs. Gilmer 
replied that she had no original manuscripts 
since from her earliest journalistic days every¬ 
thing she had written had gone directly from 
her typewriter to the pressroom. Instead she 
suggested sending an autographed copy of one 
of her own books and a rare old book she had 
bought in a temple in India—a treatise on 
happiness. 

Mr. Turner wrote thanking Mrs. Gilmer 
for her gift and also requesting one of her 
regular articles just as it went to press so that 
it might be exhibited with our collection. 
Dorothy Dix sent an article she had written 
for the Ledger Syndicate. This will be bound 
with the newspaper article when it appears in 
the papers. It is a discussion of a group of 
women over their favorite heroine, and gives 
an interesting insight into the qualities women 
consider desirable in wives. 

The first speaker selected Eve as the 
original investigator “who was willing to risk 
anything, even Paradise, for it.” Another pre¬ 
ferred Ruth because of her superb technique 
in husband hunting. Still another admired 
Cleopatra for her powers of fascination. 
Turning from desirable to undesirable char¬ 
acteristics, with one accord they all jumped 
upon patient Griselda as the typical doormat 
woman. Then, by way of a grand finale, the 
sixth speaker put forward as her choice Sche- 
berezade, the woman who “kept her husband 
guessing and interested.” Perhaps the present 
Hollins girl may be able to take a few hints 
from an old one by reading this article. 

The copy of her own works selected by 
Mrs. Gilmer was Dorothy Dix: Her Book of 
Every Day Help for Every Day People. The 
book, which will soon be placed in the Library, 
bears the following inscription: “For my 
Alma Mater in whose house I started my 
writing career by winning the composition 
medal in 1879—at that time the youngest girl 
who had ever had this honor bestowed upon 
her.

Among the recent acquisitions of the 
Library is an autographed first edition of 
The Land of Decision, by Dr. H. T. Squires, 
M. A., D. D., Litt. D., which was published 
in 1931. A chapter of the book is devoted to 
“The Heroines of Virginia,” and Dr. Squires 
selected Molly Tynes as one of his heroines. 
In a footnote he refers to the fact that Molly 
Tynes was educated at Hollins College. The 
records of the College show that she was a 
student here in 1853 and 1854. It was Molly 
Tynes who, in July of 1863, hearing news of a 
planned Yankee raid upon Wytheville, Vir¬ 
ginia, mounted her own bay mare and rushed 
to warn the inhabitants of Wytheville, stop¬ 
ping on her way at the salt mines and at every 
humble cottage along her path. So it was that 
a Yankee raid was foiled by a courageous 
eighteen-year-old girl who rode for four days 
over rude mountain roads to give her warn¬ 
ing. In his book Dr. Squires has converted a 
figure who had become almost a legend into a 
glowing heroine of history. The College hopes 
to receive a further note on Molly Tynes from 
Molly’s grand-niece, Margaret Tynes, who 
received her A. B. from Hollins in 1926. 

Dr. Squires has written two other books 
on Virginia, The Days of Yesteryear in 
Colony and Commonwealth (1928), and 
Through Centuries Three, Virginia from 
Raleigh to Byrd, 1929. It was in The Days of 
Yesteryear that the suggestion for the play, 
Witch Crossed, by Frances Stoakley, ’30, was 
found. 

Other books by Dr. Squires includes Guide 
Book to Norfolk, Portsmouth and Vicinity, 
1916; William Maxwell, a Virginian of the 
Ante-Bellum Days, 1918; Acadie Days, a 
Sketchbook of Nova Scotia, 1920; Peregrine 
Papers, Travels in the Orient, 1923; Who Am 
I, a Geneological Record, 1926.

Association to Meet 


The sixth annual meeting of the Virginia 
Social Science Association will be held May 
6th and 7th at the Patrick Henry Hotel, in 
Roanoke, under the joint auspices of Hollins 
and Roanoke College. The officers of the 
Association are: President, Dr. George Wash¬ 
ington Spicer, Professor of Political Science 
at the University of Virginia; Vice President, 
Dr. E. L. Fox, of Randolph-Macon, and 
Secretary and Treasurer, Dr. John J. Corson, 
of the University of Virginia. The committee 
for local arrangements is composed of Mr. 
Gates, Professor of Economics at Roanoke 
College; Mr. Julius F. Prufer, also of 
Roanoke College, and Miss Dorothy Havens 
and Dr. Frieda Baird, of Hollins. 

One of the most interesting papers of the 
session will be read by Dr. Tipton R. Snavely, 
Professor of Economics at the University of 
Virginia, on “The Granting of Subsidies by 
the State Government to Counties and Cities 
for the Support of Local Governmental 
Functions.” Dr. Snavely has spent two years 
investigating this subject in many states and 
his material is soon to appear in book form. 
After the presentation of this paper, a discus¬ 
sion will be led by Dr. William H. Stauffer, 
who is head of the Economics Department 
for the Virginia State Department of Taxa¬ 
tion and an authority on public finance.
